Mm nas, March 19.— The great flood 
daiay five more Tictima. Near Marion, 
Ark.^ Etta Liz and her four ch/itdron 
were trying to make th-^ way td Mar- 
ion for shelter, and t ^liU- atten^niji.'? to 
cross a railrotKi '^i't'stlc, tho strong cur- 
rent overwhelmed tlie party and all 
perished. The oldest child was a girl 
agad 16 and the yoongest an infant of 
eight months. 

The river is still rising at Memphis 
and the indications are that it will cou- 
tiune to do so for some |time to come. 
The river now stands at M feel 9 
incheB. 

The conclusion as to a continuation in 
the rise is based npon the fact that the 
rise is continuing at Cairo and the fur- 
ther fact which is behind the rise at 
Cairo, naiiu^ly, that of lieavy rains in all 
distncts wliu h feed tlie big river both 
along the upper portion and tlie middle 
valley. Thnjughout the entire north- 
western territory, the drainage from 
which swells the volume of water in 
the npper Mississippi, these rainfalls 
continue. The same conditions prevail 
in the territory which fw!ds the Ohio 
and o*;her tributaries, while the heav- 
iest riins of all are descending over 
the already submerged Ark:insus terri- 
tory. 

On the eastern side of the river con- 
tinuous rains are the rule. 

At Memphis and throughout this dis- 
trict, the rainfall in the lost 21 hours 
amounted to 2.64 inches, while across 
the river at Helena it was 3.4:^ inches. 
So long as the heavy rains continue, 
there is small chance of a cessation of 
the overflow. 

At Cairo the rise continues in about 
the same proportion, two-tenths of a 
foot being recorded in the past 24 hours, 
when ib.e gauge indicated 60 feet. This 
is 10 twn above the danger line and 
within two feet and a traction of the 
high water mark liachsd aboat • week 
•go. 

At Hdena. where the rainfall was 
almost as heavy as at Memphis,;being 
8.48 inches, the river rose eight-tenths 
of a foot in the past 84 hoars, when the 

Suge indicated 46.7 feet, which is 8.7 
)t above danger line. 
At Yicksborg the river rose another 
eight-tenths of a foot, the mage regis- 
tering 48.7 feet, which is 1.7 fe^ above 
the danger line. 

At Oreenville the rise in the 84 hoars 
was six-tenths of a foot, 89.8 feet being 
r^listered on the gauge. This isidtSn 
two-tenths of a foot of the danger line 
At Slireveport and New prions the 
ziver continues to rise. 

The work of rescue and relief goes 
forward wiUi unabated zeal. 

Four or five rescue steamers arrived 
here bringing several hnndred refugees, 
nearly all of whom are destitute, to be 
oared for by the charity of Mempliis 
people. The relief committee has its 
hands full. As long as the overflow 
continues funds will be needed to re- 
Ueve tlie immediate pressing wants of 
the flood sult'erers. Inasmuch as all of 
the sufferers practically are residents of 
Arkansas, the relief committee tele- 
graplied to (Governor Jones of that 
state, a.skiug his co-operation in reliev- 
ing the dire distress in which thousands 
of the people of his state were. The 
governor replied that there were no 
funds at his disposal. 

The local relief committee have sent 
out an appeal to the individual citizens 
of 'Arkansas, Tennessee and Missis.sippi. 

The Ya/.od VuUey railroad has aban- 
doned its trams, owing to the encroach- 
ment of the water over its tracks a few 
miles south of Memphis. The railroad 
situation on the Arkansas side of the 
river remaiiis unchan^'ed, all trains en- 
tering the city over the Iron Mountain 
tracks which remain • few inohee abo?e 
the water. 

LEVEE ABOUV GOINQ OUT. 
The People Have Been Warned and Am 
rifluB Tor Tbalr Uvea. 

HauvA, Ark., March 18.— The river 
at Helena is 47 feet on the gauge, which 
is 1.1 feet below the high water mark. 
Tlie river at Westover is six incjhea 
higher tliau ever known before and at 
Old Town, six miles below "Westover, 
the water is itaee inches above the 
highest water mark, andat Modoo, it is 
86 inches higher than ever before. 

Advices from Modoo are to the effect 
that it is impossible to hold the leveo at 
that point much longer. The gentle- 
men who are in charge of the work 
have given up the task, their work hav- 
ing been in vain, although they have 
labored valiantly to hold it. The people 
who are living in that neighborhood 
have been warned of the impending 
disaster and are fleeing for their Uves. 
The water at this hour is going over the 
top of the levee in that vicinity. 

The steamer Abbott, a government 
boat, is now loading up at Modoo with 
lacks and implements and laborers and 
will go to Old Town, wIuto work will be 
prosecuted to Ktrengthen the levee. 
Half of the force will be loft at Modoo 
to farther endeavor to save the levee if 
possible. 

Outlook Very Seriooa. 

VlCKSBimo, Miss., March 18.— The 

crevasse at Glendale, in Coahoma coun- 
ty, appears to be the mo.st serious dis- 
aster that has affected the Yazoo- Mis- 
aiAslnpi delta in years, and VCiH proba- 



bly HckmI a large portion of the s^tlon. 
It will gradually send a flood of water 
into Yazoo river by way its tributar- 
ies, and as the swamps are full of water 
already, the outlook is very serious. 

Leveca WHl It« Tested. 

Akkansah City, Ark., March 19.— 
The river has reached 46 feet The 
prospects are that the levee will be se- 
verely tested. The river is rising at the 
rate of six- tenths of a foot in 24 hours. 

BONDS OF WINTER BROKEN. 

Blvem in the Norlhwett Have Ileen 
Turneil Into KafflnK Torrent*. 

Omaha, March 19. — Special telegrams 
to The Bee I'rom all points iu the north- 
west Indicate that the bonds of winter 
were simultaneously broken yesterday 
and the streams that have been bound 
in ice for mouths are sudd' uly turned 
to raging torrents. The worst reports 
come from South Dakota. Along the 
Mi-*sf)uri the settlers are fleeing from 
rapidly inereasiiu,' fiomN and liothiug 
de.inite can be told fiirrlier. 

The snow that capped the s-ato lay 
from fonr to six fe* t deei) en the level. 
Two days of warm weatlier and two 
nights of rain have set tlr.s all running 
to the river. At Pierce, the Cheyenne 
and Bad rivers; at Chamberlain, the 
White; at Yankton, the Big and Little 
Sionx rivers lower down, and the l-'loyd 
at Sioux City are jioarin^ their torn iits 
into the iee in tlie Missouri, whic-h h;i8 
not yet broken. Tlie lowlands are 
floiKled and the rivers are risiiitr with 
fri<.'htful rapidity. All of the worst ap- 
preheiisions of the winter are realized. 
Tlie Platte river, swollen toniore than it.-; 
usual spring height, is rushing into the 
Missouri, canying with it the drliris of 
wrecked bridges and farmyard.:', in its 
its valley. The ElklK rn adds its floort 
to the Platte and all the vulleys seem to 
be afloat. 

From Iowa come stories of ice porpres 
on the Des Moines river at Fort Dodge 
end Madrid, floo<ling miles of the bot- 
toms and doing great damage. So far 
as is known only one Uf e has been lost. 
Harry Faville, a farmer of Dixon conn- 
ty, was drowned while trying to cross a 
bridge over a swollen stream. 

It is very warm and a warm rain is 
falling. This indicates a tremendous 
increase in the floods before another day. 

TORN ADO Fn TEXAS. 

Uaajr Bnlldlags Dam«B*d and Other 

Frojierty Destro.ved. 

Dallas, March 19. — A severe wind- 
storm p.i.ssed over the state yesterday 
evening, which, in some places, as- 
sum»;d the appearance of a cyclone. 
The Houston and Central railway office 
at Piano, 17 miles north of here, reports 
that the gale levelled the sheds of the 
Cotton Belt and Central ronds, blew 
over freight cars and unroofeJ several 
residences. A number of persons were 
injured at Piano, but none were killed. 

A terrific tornado, accompanied by 
heavy rain and hail, struck Dennison at 
about U :30 last night, and although no- 
body is badly hurt it did many thousand 
dollars damages, houses being blown oil' 
their foundations and some demoli.shed, 
chimneys and fences torn down, plate 
glass broken and other smaller items. 
The wind seems to have been divided 
into two parts before it struck the < ity, 
one part coming in southern part of the 
town and the other first striking in the 
extreme southwestern comer of the city 
limits. 

At Hutchinson, 12 miles south of 
here, fences, trees and outbuildings 
were blown over. Considerable dam- 
age was done by the storm in the vicin- 
ity of Itaska, Hill coimty. Damage is 
also reported from Fort Worth, Sher- 
man and McKiuney. 

All the wires are down south and 
east. Rain, which has been falling in- 
termittently for four days, continues. 
The storm is thought to have been se- 
vere in remote portions of the state 
where telegrapluo oommuuicatiou is 
intermpted| 

CHILD H EIRESS K IDNAPED. 

No OthMT XxplaaatlM For tha Dtiappaar* 
anea of Uttla Ella Burden of St. LonU. 

St. Louis, March 19. — Ella Burden, 
11 years old, heiress to 1100,000, has 
been inexplicably missing from lur 
home since Monday. She lived with 
her grandmother, Mrs. Burden, at 6082 
Minerva street, and left home Monday 
for Uie Doder school, where she is re- 
garded as one of the brightest and pret- 
tiest of the several iiundred pupils. 

At 8 :30 o'chv k in the afternoon, the 
usual hour, she left tlie school for home 
and went part of the way with several 
other girls, to a point where slie usually 
took the car for home. N< if lung has 
been luiard of lier since. Her father, 
who is married the second time, has 
permitted the child to live with bis 
mother, which was the dying re- 
quest of her mother several years a^o. 
The child frequently went to her 
father's, and her grandmother, think- 
ing she was there, thought nothing of 
her absence until latt* at night, when 
her father failed to bring her homo. 
The alarm was at once given. 

Mr. Burden has every agency iKissible 
at work for her discovery. He dwlares 
the only possible theory for her disap- 
pearance is that she wa.s kidnai^d and 
IS being held by her captors until a suf- 
ficient reward is offered. Ella is a 
beautiful child and well grown for her 
age. A large reward is <nfered for her 
return.

It Is Feared That the Great CrUU Will lie 
Praalpnatad WImb tha People of Athene 
Hear the News — Crete Blocknde I'ni- 
olainied — War Prfparatluaa nelnj K<-pt 
trp— Ulteat Cretan War Advlaas. 
OaMSa, March 19.— The Austrian 
gunboat Sebenico has fired npon and 
sunk, near (Candia, a Creek v<>^sel load- 
ed with provisions and munitions of 
war intended for the (ireek forces in 
Crete. The Sebenico, under the orders 
of the British admiral oommanding the 
British squadron, was patrolingoff Cupe 
Dla, Crete, when the schooner hove in 
sight. The scliooni-r was hailed by the 
gunboat and the insurgents in reply 
open* d tire npon tlie Sebenico. wiiere- 
upon the latter turned her guns on the 
schooner and sank her. The crew all 
swam ashore. 

It is feared that when this news bo- 
comes generally known in Athens it 
will sen's to greatly irritate the popu- 
lace and may hive influence in precipi- 
tating the crisis which the powers are 
striving iu evety way possible to avert. 

There was severe fighting yesterday 
outside Oandia, The insurgents at- 
tacked the military cordon from Tefer- 
acha to iLrmyro, about four miles west 
of Candia. Reinforcements vmte sent 
a.s they'were nee^d, until 11 companies 
of regulars and iereu companies of tom- 
poranly enrolled gendarmerie had gone 
to the front. Altogether 8,000 men were 
engaged in the conflict, which lasted si.\ 
hours. The losses of the insurgents are 
unknown. 

The fighting on Wednesday ont.side 
Betimo was provoked by Mohamme- 
dans. Both the insurgents and Mo- 
hammedans had live killed and many 
wounded. 

Fighting ymn continued yesterday at 
the village of^ouostir. 

A number of French and Italian on- 
cers have been sent to the camp of Col- 
onel Vas.sos to demand that his troops 
embark to leave the island within U(i 
hours. The oiAcers have not yet re- 
turned. 

The Austrian consul has joined the 
British -aonsul, ^ir Alfred Billiotti, in 
demanding modification of the pr(K-la- 
niation of autonomy. The telegraph 
ofHce has refused to transmit an admi- 
ral's cipher message to ("onstantiuople. 

The law courts of Canea have been 
pillaged, the pillagerrt earryiug ofif docu- 
ment worth hundreds of t honSMldS Of 
drachmas to the Christians. 

A telegram from Larissa reports that 
there have been various movements by 
the Turkish tnxips along the frontier. 
Two thousand of the Elassona corjis 
have occuined the plain between Do- 
meni( o and Damasai. An entire army 
corps has been tnmsf snred from Monaste 

to Jania. 

The foreign troops who are to consti- 
tute the occupying force of the jiowers 
have been located as follows : The 
French will occupy Sitia and Spiiia- 
longa ; the British, Candia ; the Rus- 
sians, Retimo ; the Cieniiaiis, Canea and 
Soda Bay. 

The Rus.4an commander has already 
notified tiie governor of RotimO Of his 
intention to land 300 troops. 

The Greek warship Piniot is still 

here.

BLOCKADE PROCLAIMED. 



The War I'rciiarutlou* In (ireore lit'lng 
Kept I'p. 

Athbns, March 19.— In the boule yes- 
terday afternoon M. Skouses, the Greek 
minister of foreign affairs, announced 
that the foreign admirals had pro- 
claimed a blockade tif Crete to In-Kin 
ne.\t Sunday morning at 8 o'cUn-k. 
Under its terms no Greek vessel wouUl 
be allowed to enter Cretan ports. The 
vessels of other nations mtist obtain 
permission from the admirals. 

The oflicial announcement of the 
blo(;kade of Crete did not produce nmcli 
of a display of feeling either in the 
Ixmle or on the part of the pabhc. Tlie 
sinking of the Ureek vessel by the 8u- 
benico on the Other luittd i» cwnonuoed 
with indignation as a oilme oommitted 
by a civihzed state. 

Great quantities of prorlsions and 
stores have been sent to Crete. It is be- 
lieved that they wiU easily run the 
bl(K'kade, especially if the weather hap- 
pen.s to be rough. 

There is no ces-siition in the milit:iry 
preparations. The government is buy- 
ing all the horses it can produoeinHon- 
t;nry and elsmvhere. 

Telrgraiiis from the Macedonian fron- 
tier declare *he situation as one of the 
utmost aeti\ity and of expeetatitin of 
war at an » arly date. The (ireeks are 
working hard to improve the roads. All 
the outposts are ((.iiiacted by telegrapli 
with head(jii.irter-< at Lari-sa, where a 
seari hliKht h-.iH been li.xed. lioth Greeks 
and Turks ar(> suU'ering from the cold. 
The crown pnnee is expected daily.

MUST ACT AT ONCE.

looked npon here as baring entirely left 

the realm of diplomacy nnttl tlie Greeks 
havy retired. Full powers have U^n 

t-'iven to the admirals, who now have 
the n'spi)ii.-.;l>ility of tlie st^tth^ment of 
the qai- tKiii, and they are instructed to 
act wirli all the prompfitiido pixssiblt! 
and witii the advice of the consuls on 
the spot, wiio know well the subter- 
lu^es habitually practiced by the Cre- 
tans, and will thus kno\r how to act 
without hesitation. 

Should the Irreeks under Colonel \"as- 
sos desert from the army en ma-sse to 
l eecune vnlunteers, aa it has been suid 
they would, it will not save them, but 
nil rely be looked upon a.s a^ain show- 
iin; iliat viret'ce is trifling with the pow- 
ers and will be met accordingly. But 
any further ruse ou the port of Greece 
will be very unwise. The feeling hero 
is that matters lofik well, all the more 
so as reliable information seems to show 
that the war feeUng in Greece has dm- 
mered down, 

RUSSIA WIL L A ID TURKEY. 

Ob* of Har War*hlp« About to Oo 
Thronch (ha Dardanellaa. 

Const ANTixoPLB, March in.— The 

officials of the Russian embas-y here 
have notifiKl the Turkish government 
of the fact that a Russian transport, 
having on board troops intended to 
form the contingent of Russia for the 
occupation of the island of Crete, ac- 
cording to the program drawn up by the 
admirals, will shortly pa^-- throu^'h the 
Dardanelles. The emlm-siis of the 
(itlii r powers have iidt rais'd any ob- 
,ie' tiniis to this jiroi ec<ling although, by 
treaty, tln' .'-traits are closed tO the war- 
ships <if fni-fii,'n iKitions. 

A military commit te;> is discus.sing 
the ( xpe(lieii(>y of summoning the last 
line of reserves, which would bring the 
wliole niiiubcr undiT colors to more 
than 50O.OOO. Additional ordnance has 
been sent to the Dardanelles which are 
constantly strengtlien(>d to the omnplete 
neglect of the Bosphorus. 

The Imperial Cttoman bank advanced 
only at the last moment the £00,000 
n piircd by the porte for miUtory ex- 
penses. The misery of the Turkish 
troops is intense. Their wages have 
Tiot been paid for the last nine mouths, 
and many ufflcers are selling their arms 
and uniforms to get food. 

Warships Fire on the Cretani. 
London, March liL— Official dis- 
patches received here from the island of 
Crete say that the Cretan insurgents at- 
tacked the Turkish position at Sitia 
yesterday. The Fremfli and British 
Wtorships each fired a shot, whereupon 
the Cretans retired. It is added that a 
French lieutenant was fired on by in- 
snrgenta at a distance of 800 yards, 
which la pointed «• abuwlug the <iet<ir- 
mined attitude of the Cretans. 

KiiKlnnil Silent. 

London, March 19.— Apparently the 
blockade of the island of Crete does not 
begin until Sunday, next, but the situ- 
ation is very puzi^Iing. Sir William 
Harconrt trii d to obtain light on the 
subject yesterday in the house of com- 
mons, but Mr. lialfour refused to be 
drawu into any definite statement ou 
the subject. 

Forao Alaag tha Oraak Frontier. 

New York, Msrch 19.— A dispatch 

to The Hera'.d from .Salonica says : It 
is officially stated that 1 14 battahous of 
Turkish infantry. 4.") batteries of artil- 
lery and si.x reiriments of cavalry, iij;- 
prn.MMiately l(i().t)(K) men, are now dis- 
tributed along the Greek frontier. 

SCRAP llsT HAWAII. 

Japaaaaa Threaten Tronbla to AU the 
Anslo-Saaons. 

San Pranctsco. March 19.— The fol- 
lowing advices from Honolulu were 
brought by the steamship Australia: 
Serious trouble is anticipated here over 
the refusal of the customs authorities to 
permit the landing of 687 Japanese la- 
borers brought here recently by the 
Kobe Immigration company's steamer 
Shinshin Marau. The local a^e'iits df 
the .Tiiptuie.se company have been placiMl 
under arrest, ch;iri,'ed with vioLitiiui t.f 
tile laws, and Captain Mischtiki, com- 
mander of the steannr, has been refused 
c!earaiir.» papers unless he inrrees to 
take back to .lapaii the rejected iiiniii- 
grants, who have been detained at the 
(luarontine station sliloe their Mncival in 
port. 

The rejected Japanese tliretiten open 
revolt and tliey have the symjiathy of 
the entire Japanese population of the 
island. Jt hits been carried into the 
courts, and if th(^ Japanese fail to lind 
relief there they will probably apiieal to 
their consul. In case the consul docs 
not interefere tnnible is sure to follow. 
The customs authorities are sure that 
tliev h;ive unearthed a ffi^rantic at- 
teniiit to imiMirt Japanese into this 
country in violation of tlm immigration 
laws ami t hey propo.se to make it so 
warm for the schemers that they will 
not dare attempt it agtiin. 

The feehng runs equally strong 
against the Anglo-Saxons of Honolulu. 
There is a diversion of opinion on the 
l>irt of the present lot of immignmts 
whether or not to remain on the ishiuds. 
While the bulk of the people are now 
informed on the law toncnlng immigra- 
tion of Japanese into Hawaii, either 
free or contract, still the belief is cur- 
rent that there is a d^>fc(;t in the stat- 
utes.

TO SAYETHEMSELYES 

Pearl Bryan's Murderers Make 
an Alleged Confession. 

IT WILL HARDLY BE UELIEVED. 



All IiV'inni- Doctor Snid to II*- the ThIii.I 
Varty In tha Caea— A Money Coiialderap 
Moa Bramcht Oak thaMatoment It Is 

Hellf-vril That OoraraOT Bmdley wni 
Not Interfere— Hanging Arrangement*. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 10,- As a 
last desperate resort to extort a res]iite 
from (iov Tiior Hnidley, or a e<iTinnun- 
tation of the seiitenr-e of hini-iclf and 
Alonzo M. Walling, Scott Jack.stm has 
mtule another so-called cor.fession and 
WalUng has signed it. Upon their ar- 
rest one ywr and sis weeks ago. each 
confessed that the other committed tho 
murder. Kach has been in tlie confes- 
sion business \ery frequently ever since. 

These v ritteii individual confessions 
signed by their respective authors were 
vogue and evasive. 

Now for the first time comes a con- 
fession prepared by Scott Jackson in the 
Alexandria jail and signed also by 
Alonzo M, WalUng to be sent to Qov- 
emor Bnidley. That confession is now 
in his hands. It is voluminous, some- 
what evasive and not a little foggy. It 
jnstifles the general excliunation, "Who 
will believe it?" which was heard every- 
where on the streets when the an- 
nouncement was made that a confession 
had been obtained. It was secured for 
a big money consideRition, the proceeds 
to go to the mothers of the condemned 
men. 

Its distinguishing characteri.stic is 
that it contradicts in almost ever^ p.ir- 
ticular the theory of the defence in the 
long trials of each of these two men. 
Daring the trial witnesses were brought 
by the state from Bellevue, Ky. , a vil- 
lage just above Newport, to prove that 
Jackson, Walling and Pearl Bryan were 
seen in that vill.-ige about noon on the 
Thursday before the murder. The de- 
fense attacked the veracity of John 
Foster, one of the witnesses, and tried 
to show that Druggist Foertmeyer, a 
second witnes.<i, had told contradictory 
stories about seeing the mtirderers and 
their victim. Now in this confession 
the scene of the immediate preliminaries 
of the murder is transferred to Bellevue, 
Ky. , on Weduesdav and Thursday 
nights, Jan. 2il and 'M\ 18!ttl, 

Dr. Warner of I'.ellevue, Ky., is in- 
volved in the murder by this confession. 
At the time of tlio trial tlu're was a 
trace of a rumor that Dr. Wagner might 
ha^o had aoata coiaplloit]^ in tha ntStam. 

This was effectually silenced by evi- 
dence believed at the time that Dr.

yield of the prevtoas year ; the trefs are 
in perfect order to do their beat. The 
apple and p««r are oooffraeiooa, and foil 
yielda of the one imply, ord.inarily, per- 
fect fraltafre in the other. 

The pip fraite yi«ld full crops only in 
dtMTiuUt yMrs, whil* the akme Iraita can 
Ik tliM MkniW itkt iiTatiire fdtl fM6t and 
gather resources for a second full fmit- 
aire. The flnn crop of peachea laat year 
ia no way retracte from praeeot chancea 
of rep tition this year. Cherries and 
plom^ follow this general law, but the 
prtMl.act for tbcae ia not ao favorable. 
The ezceeaive and long cuntinainft raina 
of laat snDimer, in'^'iiMed much rust on 
the foliage ol cberriea and Euro{ ; in 
ploma, and the opinion ia ventured, that 
while the blosm may be abundant the 
crop will either be scant or delbotive in 
quality. The American plume have re- 
aittent foliage, and, save nipped by un- 
timely frost, we may again ezpeet them 
in abundance. 

Of all ttvlt plants, none eqoala the vine 
in capacity to do well under almost any 
circumstances, and the weather ao fa- 
vored that a repetition of laat year's 
eoronoopian yield aeema aaaured. 

The email fmita are all in perfect order 
and our markets are pretty snre to be 
filled with much better berriea than for 
two or three yeara past 

Beginning in 1892 we have had a series 
of ivy years— very ivy ^n the autumn, 
and seant iHnter rainfalL^ Such condi- 
tions have militated seriously against the 
prpductioa of fruit of fine aize and qual- 
ity, uid have rendered the trees and 
plants either unhealthy or prone to suc- 
cumb to adverse conditions. It is from 
these same conditions that white clover 
haa disappeared from our pastures, that 
bluegrasB haa seeded so sparsely, and that 
timothy meadows have yielded ao un- 
satisfactorily. An ill-fed army, and 
poorly-dlad, satiTers demoraHiatfon and is 
inefficient, Just as a want of favoring con- 
ditions iMders plants unable to attain 
their osnal development 

Since last May weather conditions have 
benn ideal and we may reasonably ex- 
pect that not only fruit planta, but the 
Krasaes aa well, will this year give full 
evidence of their capability. 

The moat serious damage yet to be 
feared, ia untimely frosts, and when we 
remember that aa late of May 12th the 
moat proiiilHing prospect has been utterly 
bUMttrd, it were well not to be too cer 
tain of the final oatoome.

After report.'^ cif the committees, the 
House adjourned at 11 o'clock. 

In the Senate the following committee 
was appointed to iiivt'>-t;trate the Frank- 
fort penitentiary, on a resolution oti'ered 
by Senator Ooebel : Thomas Hays, B. H. 
EUiston, C. J. Hronstoo, William Ooebel, 
C. Stege and A. D. James. 

A resolution was offered by Senator 
Bronston and adopti d, requesting Gov. 
Bradley to furnish the Senate with a 
copy of all reports of the Inspector and 
all evidence on paper relating to the 
Lexington and Hopkinsville asylums, in 
view 01 the many cliai>.'os nf inismanaKe- 
ment aud incompetency in those institu- 
tions.

Fourth— Relief of^he A. and M. Col- 
lege at Lexiugton. 

Fifth— Election of United States Sena- 
tor, and second Tuesday in April be set 
as the day of final adjournment. 
New bills were introduced as follows :

Law. 

To amend the act relating to tlM plac* 
ing of names on ballot. 

A n act to increase Jorisdiotion of quar- 
terly courts. 

An act to protect purchaaers of real es- 
tate by providing for retoasa of loenm- 
branoes. 

To make women eligible for School 
Trustees. 

For tbe government of cities of tbe 
fourth class. 

An act to amend an act fixing time 
and terms of Circuit Courts. 

The bill Introduced in the State Senate 
to provide law clerks for the Judges of 
the Court of Appeals, fixes the salary at 
$1,200 a year each. 

Among the bills pending is one to pre- 
vent lynching and mob violence in this 
Commonwealth, and to fix penalties 
therefor, and to provide oompenaation to 
be paid by the counties, in which such 
violence occurs, to be paid to the persons 
injured, or, in case of death, to their 
personal represenUtives, Md to prevent 
tbe destruction of property bj mob 
violence.
